THE  CLUBS 


FROSH  RULES 


Perhaps  some  frosh  have  not  clearly  un- 
derstood as  yet,  the  purpose  of  the  rulings 
imposed  on  them  since  last  Monday.  Many 
have  already  come  into  the  hands  of  the  law 
and  a few  are  quite  indignant  at  the  treatment 
received  in  their  first  days  of  college  life.  You 
few,  be  sports  with  the  rest  for  these  rules 
have  a very  prominent  place  in  the  student 
program  and  are  given  that  position  for  two 
good  reasons. 

The  first  justification  for  such  “unreason- 
able requirements’’  is  to  initiate  the  new 
comers  into  college  life.  True,  the  fee  has 
been  paid  and  as  far  as  finance  goes  the  Fresh- 
man is  a student  but — he  is  not  a part  of  that 
“Y”  student  body  spirit  until  a certain  period 
of  initiation  and  adaptation  has  been  passed 
through,  after  which  time  he  then  fully  real- 
izes the  meaning  of  being  able  to  say,  “I  am 
a member  of  “Y”  student  body.” 

The  second  is  equally  as  important.  The 
members  of  the  Frosh  class  this  year  come 
from  eight  states,  three  foreign  countries,  and 
there  are  nearly  five  hundred  of  them.  Can 
this  group  be  expected  to  go  into  one  room 
and  in  four  or  five  meetings  become  one  uni- 
fied, cooperating  body?  The  problem  is  evi- 
dent. There  is  nothing  that  will  unite  and 
cement  the  Frosh  class  together  and  give  one 


The  campus  clubs,  which  will  be  organiz- 
ed next  week,  are  established  with  the  inten- 
tion of  making  it  possible  for  students  having 
common  interests,  to  meet  and  receive  the 
benefits  of  exchanging  ideas  and  associating 
with  a smaller  unit  than  is  possible  in  the  four 
classes.  It  is  only  natural  for  those  interested 
in  art,  those  who  attempt  to  speak  Spanish, 
or  the  representativse  of  Carrot  County  to 
form  a “closer  knit”  group  than  they  might 
do  in  the  classes  composed  of  such  large  num- 
bers. 

The  advantages  to  be  gained  from  such 
associations  are  many  and  valuable  if  the  stu- 
dent becomes  an  active  participant.  Excel- 
lent opportunities,  both  socially  and  scholas- 
tically, are  awaiting  those  who  affiliate  them- 
selves with  a club.  Socials,  hikes,  luncheons, 
plays  and  other  activities  are  included  in  a 
club’s  calendar  of  events.  An  important  social 
factor  is  the  meeting  of  people  who  have  like 
interests  and  the  feeling  of  a “group  conscious- 
ness” all  of  which  goes  to  add  pleasure  and 
satisfaction  to  the  life  of  the  student. 

Scholastic  advantages  in  the  way  of  lec- 
tures, demonstrations  and  opportunities  for 
putting  instruction  into  practice  are  in  them- 
selves, sufficient  reasons  for  some  of  our 
clubs.  It  is  admitted  by  all  students  of  foreign 
languages,  that  there  is  not  a better  way  to 
master  these  subjects  than  to  attend  the  many 
entertainments  provided  during  the  year  for 
foreign  language  students.  Commerce,  Art, 
Mask,  Music,  English,  Ag,  Home  Economics 
and  others  bring  people  of  note  to  give  the 
members  valuable  information  gleaned  from 
their  experiences  in  the  daily  walks  of  life. 

In  view  of  these  facts,  we  feel  that  all 
students  should  join  a club.  Study  the  list 
and  choose  those  most  interesting  to  you  for 
a more  complete  school  year,  is  the  reem- 
mendation  of  all  who  have  done  likewise.
